NEW  YORK,  N.Y.  — Radio  Free  i people  through  their  contribu- 
Europe  has  increased  the  num-  tions  to  the  Crusade  for  Free- 
ber  of  transmitters  which  carry  |dom. 
its  programs  behind  the  Iron 


Curtain,  according  to  RFE  en- 
gineers. 


As  a result  of  improved  tech- 
niques, three  transmitters  which 
previously  had  been  used  only 
for  relay  are  now  used  on  tar- 
get also.  This  means  that  Radio 
Free  Europe  now  uses  up  to  25 
•transmitters  in  direct  broadcasts 
to  Poland,  Czechoslovakia,  Hun- 
gary, Romania  and  Bulgaria. 


RFE’s  “saturation  technique” — 
whereby  multiple  transmitters 
are  beamed  in  turn  on  specific 
areas — has  now  been  extended  to 
Bulgaria  nad  Romania,  the  en- 
gineers reported.  Each  night  for 
30  minutes,  nine  transmitters 
are  turned  on  each  country. 


To  Poland,  Czechoslovakia 
and  Hungary,  16  transmitters  are 
used  each  night  for  saturation 
purposes.

Back  in  1911,  a young  Brigham  Young  Academy  track 
coach  had  an  idea.  E.  L.  Roberts  thought  it  would  be  a good 
thing  if  surrounding  high  schools  could  send  their  best  athletes 
to  the  Academy  for  one  grand  meet. 

With  a few  misgivings,  he  mailed  out  invitations  to  nearby 
schools.  Amazed,  Roberts  watched  the  first  meet  turn  into  a 
huge  success.  Eacji  year  since,  with  the  exception  of  three 
World  War  II  years,  the  gargantuan  meet  has  continued  to  be 
the  highlight  of  the  intermountain  high  school  and  junior  col- 
lege track  season. 

For  the  first  few  years,  the  meet  was  held  on  upper  cam- 
pus on  the  old  track  oval  that  circled  the  area  where  the  Joseph 
Smith  Building  now  stands.  Actually,  the  track  is  now  part  of 
the  road  that  runs  around  the  Smith  Building  along  the  brow 
of  the  hill.  After  the  completion  of  the  Cougar  Stadium  in  1929, 
the  meet  was  switched  to  its  present  location. 


Before  Roberts  left  in  1929  to  accept  a post  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Southern  California,  it  had  become  tradition  to  bring  in 
outside  talent  as  special  performers.  Outstanding  athletes,  often 
world-famous  in  their  field,  brought  fame  to  the  track  and  field 
carnival. 


This  year  marks  the  46th  annual  presentation  of  the  gala 
event  with  world  decathlon  champion  Rafer  Johnson  and  dis- 
tance champion  Max  Truex  appearing  as  special  guests.  Both 
will  be  the  greatest  track  stars  ever  to  perform  on  the  BYU 
course.  Johnson  is  considered  by  some  to  be  the  greatest  all- 
around  athlete  the  world  has  known.  Last  year  he  was  named 
“Sportsman  of  the  Year”  by  Sports  Illustrated.  Max  Truex, 
holds  the  two-mile  collegiate  record,  and  the  American  record 
for  three  miles.  He  is  a past  member  of  the  U.  S.  Olympic  team.
